Terror Moves West: Gunshots 
Rake Jewish Home in Phoenix 


NEW YORK (P-O) — With 
American Jewry still smarting 
from recent bombings of com- 
munal buildings, and discussing 
its connotations from coast to 
coast, terror last week moved 
into a new area—youths firing 
bullets into a Jewish home in 
Phoenix, Ariz. 

LED BY Reinwald_ Lewitz. 
who bragged to police that he 
was a member of the Nazi youth 
movement before leaving Ger- 
many in 1957, the youths, three 
in number, fired nine shots into 
the home of the William Himel- 
farb family. The youths also at- 
tempted to set fire to the Kivel 
Nursing Home, operated by the 
Phoenix Jewish community 





council, according to the Arizona 
Post. 

Lewitz, his companions told 
police, had talked of construc- 


ting a private concentration 
camp on the desert near 
Phoenix. 

MEANWHILE, in Elsinore, 
Cal., crosses have been burned 
on lawns and paint bombs 


smashed against the sides of 
Jewish homes.

NEO-NAZIS TRY TO UPSET 
‘CRYSTAL NIGHT’ MEETING 


VIENNA (P-O) — Neo-Nazis 
last week attempted to sabotage 
a meeting set by the Federation 
of Jewish Communities in Aus- 
tria and the Vienna Jewish com- 
munity to call on the Austrian 
government to grant compensa- 
tion to Jews who were victims 
of Nazism in Austria. 

The meeting, attended by about 
2000 people, commemorated the 
20th anniversary of the Crystal 
Night pogroms, when synagogues 
throughout Germany were set 
afire. 


THE NEO-NAZIS distributed 
posters giving inaccurate infor- 
mation about the meeting and 
pasted their own placards over 
true posters. Eight students have 
been arrested for the action. 

Compensation for synagogues 
destroyed was included in a reso- 





CJFWF DELEGATES BUFFET 
JOINT DEFENSE APPEAL 


WASHINGTON, D. C, (P-O) 
— The Joint Defense Appeal 
agencies — the Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rith and the 
American Jewish Committee, 
took considerable buffeting from 
the hands of delegates to the 
general assembly of the Council 
of Jewish Federations and Wel- 
fare Funds meeting here last 
week, 

The new program of the JDA, 
which calls for an additional al- 
location of $500,000 for work in 
the South, got the coldest kind 
of reception. 


THE PROGRAM would split 
the half million dollars between 
the two groups, who would then 
employ staffs of 22 people to 
begin work in the South. 

Some communities represented 
here expressed resentment over 
the program. The view was that 
the Jewish communities of the 
South felt they could best handle 
their. problems themselves,

have never found the confer- 
ences of the CJFWF the place 
where they were given a cordial 
welcome.

PARS (WNS) — The Tunisian 
government has imposed a “care- 
taker” commission on the Jewish 
community of Sfax to conduct 
the affairs of its 3000 Jews, it 
was reported here this week.

Members of both coalition par- 
ties in parliament here later in 
the week suggested a new law 
against the revival of Neo-Nazi 
activity in Austria. 


UNRWA REMOVES 


ISRAEL FROM UN 

JERUSALEM (WNS —Israel is 
not a member of the United Na- 
tions according to action taken 
by representatives of the United 
Nations Relief and Works Agency 
for Arab Refugees. 

Prior to United Nations Day, 
UNRWA distributed UN posters 
to all refugee camps. The posters 
displayed the flags of all the 
member nations. However Jor- 
danian authorities protested to 
UNWRA about the inclusion of 
an Israeli flag in the poster, 
whereupon UNWRA ordered its 
emplyoees to erase the Israeli 
flag from the posters. 





Not-Enough-Jews-Gassed 
Teacher Fights Sentence 

KARLSRUHE (WNS) — Lud- 
wig Zind, a high school teacher 
who was convicted last May by 
the Offenburg district court for 
libelling and defaming the mem- 
ory of the Jewish dead, has ap- 
pealed his one-year sentence, it 
was announced here this week: 

Zind remarked publicly that 
“not enough Jews have been 
gassed,” 

A hearing on the appeal has 
been set for Nov. 25.

No country, 
not even America, is immune 
from possible catastrophe. Jew- 
ish communities in many other 
lands have in the past felt them- 
sc ves secure—and came to tragic 
e 's. It is a fatal mistake for 

Jews of America to think 

t they are exceptions to the 

e of history. And even if trag- 
cy should be delayed, then they 
can be destroyed by creeping 
assimilation. In short, no matter 
what happens the Jews of Amer- 
ica are doomed—and the sooner 
they come to Israel the better. 

The Jerusalem Post does not 
let Maariv get away with this, 
and returns to the battle. The 
world has shrunk in size, the 
Post says, and what hurts Jews 
in one Country is bound to affect 





Jews everywhere. And as for 
assimilation, we must confess 
that even residence in Israel ig 
no guarantee against that, the 
paper goes on. The Jewish pat- 
tern of this country is steadily 
being conquered by Western ways 
and Western standardization. 

MR. BEN-GURION, who has 
on more than one occasion in 
the past expressed his own well- 
known views about American 
immigration to Israel, has this 
time maintained discreet silence, 
And the man in the street here?

This fact was brought out 
last week in a report in Heri- 
tage, local Anglo-Jewish weekly 

Total Jewish population in 
the city, according to the re- 
port, is 390.000. 

TWO AGE groups, 14 and un- 
Cer and 65 and over, showed 
the greatest increases, the re- 
port noted. Child population 
soared from 70,000 to 114,000—- 
60 per cent—-and the number in 
the aged group from 22,000 to 
29,000—30 per cent. 

More than 30,000 children are 
receiving some type of Jewish 
education. 





‘Rises 12 Per Cent in 7 Years 


FOR RELIGIOUS observance, 
the ‘report brought out the fol- 
lowing facts: 37 _per cent at- 
tend services “once in a while,” 
33 per cent only on High Holy 
Days, and 30 per cent “never’’: 
30 per cent light candles regu- 
larly on Friday night, and 57 
per cent light Hanuka candles; 
65 per cent conduct Passover 
seders, and 14 per cent main- 
tain strictly kosher homes, 

Fifty per cent of the men 
belong to one or more Jewish 
organizations, while 44 per cent 
of the women are members of 
one or more organizations. 

SEVEN per cent have mar- 
ried members of other religious 
faiths. 

Sixty-nine per cent of fam- 
ilies own their own homes, and 
about 14 per cent plan to move.

Presently he is enlisting the 
aid of the City College chem- 
istry department to develop a 
plastic container to “double 
the lifetime of the average 
bagel.” 

ACCORDING to Raymond 
these pretzel bags, containing 
his merchandise, will be dis- 
tributed throughout the shops 
Ping centers of New York, 

The inventor of the “cere- 
bral salt to stimulate the 
pituitaries” first became in- 
teresteq in his collegiate fare 
when a_ student suggested 
that scholars were always 
open to a quick snack while 
attending six or seven straight 
classes, 

Though a former “counter 
man _ at Nathan’s Delicates- 
sen,” he still had his hands 
full when he tried to service 
a few thousand hungry col- 
lege students. 

“FINALLY I found a solu- 
tion,” he said. “I just hired 
a few employees and bought 
a car. Then I traveled from 
campus to campus. I became 
sort of a troubleshooter, but 
we never had too much 
trouble in the bagel business, 

“You Could say,” Raymond 
concluded, “that I’ve made a 
lot of money and friends by

They Finally ‘Licked’ ‘Me and Colonel’ Hero 
_For Masses, But Why Anesthetize Him So?

Couple of weeks ago, in the 
letter column of the New York 
Sunday Times’ drama _ section, 
there was a flurry of debate 
over the appropriateness of mix- 
ing humor and human misery 
in a new film 
called “Me and 
the Colonel.” 
T e rminating 
the discussion 
was an auth- 
oritative pro- 
no u ncement 
from one of 
the film’s crea- 
tors,. B. JN, 


Shimon Behrman TI 
think, to the effect that anyone 
who Criticized this picture on 
the grounds of taste, just had 
no conception of the nature of 
Jewish humor. 


WELL, we managed to catch 
the picture the other evening, 
and for our money ($1.30) the 
whole problem was academic, 
because of humor, Jewish or 
otherwise, there was almost 
none, except maybe of the unin- 
tentional variety. Oh, there was 
a goog deal of mugging, of 
adults acting childish and ail 
that, and a couple of good lines 
of dialogue which had semehow 
survived from the play on which 
this project was based. 

This, as you probably know, 
was “Jacobowsky and the Colo- 
nel,” a warm, entertaining, and 
deservedly successful Broadway 
play of World War II vintage, 
from which movie-makers had 
shied away until now, probably 
because it was felt that its lead- 
ing character was a Jewish type 
so richly flavored, so close to 
our conventional image of a 
con-man, the sheltered folks in 
the hinterland might be a little 
hard put to identify with him. 


DANNY KAYE’S willingness 
to portray the resourceful “Luft- 
mensch” Jacobowsky, of course, 
instantly transferred the subject 
back into a commercial propo- 
sition, and for that he deserves 
our heartiest thanks. The story, 





you will recall,.deals with the 
incongruous teaming up of a 
gentle, humorous, survival- 
minded Jew, and a museum- 
piece of a Polish colonel who, 
under other _ circumstances, 
would have felt perfectly at 


home in the Nazi army. 

It is an eminently fine idea 
for a serious comedy, and ‘the 
only trouble is that the result- 
ing picture was. written, dl- 
rected, cast ang designed with 
such paralyzing lack of imagi- 
nation, style or wit (not to of- 
fend Mr. Behrman with that 
touchy word “taste”), that with- 
out Mr. Kaye’s name on the 
marquee it would flop so hard 
as to reconfirm for another 10

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years the prevailing suspicion 
that the public does not like pic- 
tures about such’ unpleasant 
subjects as cripples, Jews, and 
the Civil War. 


Not that the gang over at Co- 
lumbia didn’t do its best to dis- 
infect the Jacobowsky character 
into something more acceptable 
to Hollywood liberalism — a 
cringing, sexless, parasitical, 
feebly idealistic kind of house- 
hold pet—which, I fear, is not 
too many steps removed from 
the stereotype created by the 
late Dr. J. Goebbels. 


As Jacobowsky, Danny Kaye, 
in his most monotonous screen 
performance to date, does man- 
age to evoke a certain amount 
of wry sympathy (at least from 
a soft-hearted fellow-Jew) in his 
half-hearted attempts to escape 
from an equally half-hearted 
German army. This slap-on- 
the-wrist stylization of the fall 
of France reaches a mild peak 
of absurdity in a scene which 
implies that, when captured by 
the Nazis it is safest to pretend 
being a Jew. 

On the other hand, of course, 
let’s don’t bite the hand which 
strokes our head; in what other 
recent Hollywood picture did 





you have a hero who would 
lighten moments of strain by 
singing “Anu Banu Artza?”

Fishermen in Haifa Almost Stop

HAIFA (P-O) — A Japanese 
boat brought tuna from the In- 
dian and Atlantic Oceans to Is- 
rael last week, but so vehement- 
ly did local fishermen demon- 
strate that the boat almost 
sailed off without unloading.

Mount Zion Hebrew Congrega- 
tion in St. Paul, Minn., declared 
the “sermon must take second 
place” to worship. 

DECLARING that “three days 
a year” Jews don’t get anything 
out of High Holy Days services, 
Editor Weiss-Rosmarin asserted 
that rabbis are wasting their 
three-day-a-year opportunity to 
reach these Jews when they 
present a Jewish service “whose 
understanding requires a good 
knowledge of the Bible, medi- 
eval Hebrew poetry, and Jewish 
thought and philosophy. 

“Why then,” she asked, “don’t 
we do something about it?” 
Why don’t we tell the three 
days a year Jews: ‘Friends and 
Fellow Jews! ... This year we 
have a surprise in store for you 
We won’t bore you with the re- 
cital ang the responsive readinz 
of Hebrew prayers that for all 
your understanding of them 
might just as well be Chinese. 
or with English prayers which 
sound so. highfallutin§ and 
strange to your ears that you 
figure if ~God has to be ad- 
dressed in such a manner, there 
is no use in your trying to get 
His ear for your petition. ... 

“‘THIS YEAR, friends, we 
have planned things a bit dif- 





ferently. There will be tradi- 
tional High Holy Days services 
in the chapel for regular syna- 
gogue-goers and all others who 
want to attend traditional Rosh 
Hashana and Yim Kippur serv- 
ices. 

“‘But for those of you who 
fee] that they have never got- 
ten anything out of the High 
Holy Days services, there wi!] 
be a different program, planned 
with the view of enabling you 
to understand what Judaism 
really it and stands for.’” 

TRUDE WEISS - ROSMARIN 
then went on to describe a nine- 
part High Holy Days schedule 
of services. Each service would 
contain a total of 20 minutes of 
prayer, a one-hour address or 
“lesson,” and a one-hour discus- 
sion-and-question period. 

Lesson topics would range 
from “What Is Sin?” and “Jew- 
ish Boks You Should Dead” to

Judaic Masterpieces at Less Than $2 Each? 


MERIDIAN BOOKS — This 
publisher continues to put out 
paper-bound reprints of super- 
jor works of scholarship. Their 
current publications from the 
Jewish Publication Society list 
include the 
following dis- 
tinguished vol- 
umes: “Jew- 
ish Life in the 
Middle Ages,” 
by Israel 
Abrahams 
($1.45), still 
the supreme 
authority on

everything Jewish during that 
period, ranging from Cabbala to 


card playing; “Studies in Juda- 
ism,” by Solomon’ Schechter 
($1.45), the authoritative and 
fascinating series of essays by 
the most famed Jewish scholar 
of his day, on personalities, doc- 
trines, movements, and _ holy 
places of his faith — these are 
taken from Series I and II, and 
include the essays on the Wil- 
ner Gaon, Nachmanides, and 
Krochmal; ang the Margolis 
and Marx “History of the Jew- 
ish People” ($1.95), which after 
over 30 years remains the most 
erudite and serviceable work of 
its kind. 

In this inexpensive format, no 
literate Jew should lack these 
Judaic masterpieces in his li- 
brary. 

A TREASURY OF AMERICAN 
JEWISH STORIES, edited by 
Harold U. Ribalow, $5.95 
(Yoseloff). 

This is in truth a treasury, 
comprising the contents of Riba- 
low’s two previous short story 
collections. All by American 
Jewish authors, these narratives 
form a fictional anthology not 
inferior to any general collec- 
tion of its kind. 


Angoff, Fast, Hecht, Kober, 
Levin, Ross, Weidman, Wins- 
lew, and Yezierska are some‘of 


the better known authors, Eu- 
rope and Israel supply incidents 
and folkways affecting the ghet- 
toes and persons in America; 
but the stories are altogether 
American. 

Now in completeness one ap- 
prehends the anthologic capabil- 
ities of the editor. The review- 
er’s unbiased preference among 
all the stories is “Carmi,” by 
Deborah B. Karp; it was writ- 
ten by his daughter. 


MAN, MORALS and HISTORY, 
by Chester C. McCown, $5.00 
(Harper). 

The excellence of Dr. Mce- 
Cown’s great study is that he 
neither deprecates the contri- 
bution of the Old Testament 
Hebrews to religion and civili- 
zation nor accepts uncritically 
the judgments of New Testa- 
ment partisans. 

He goes back to pre-history 
to introduce his story of moral 
development that came from Is- 
reel and affected all Western 
Civilization. To that end he has 
employed every research and 
discovery to his own day (he 





dieq early in this year) both to 

trace that development and to 

derive hope for the future from 
the lessons of the past. 

The author is prepared to ac- 
knowledge that free religion and 
monotheism were saved to the 
world by the Maccabeans. He 
repeats the Christian assump- 
tion concerning the “unrealistic 
legalistic demands” of Pharisa- 
ism. Jestis’ and Paul's faith 
was by the early Christians re- 
placed “with a pagan magico- 
mystical ritual.” “Jewish 
Christians regarded themselves 
as the true people of God.” 
Jesus never called himself Mes- 
siah or Saviour. Paul was a 
retrogression from Jesus. 

McCown, with all this, re- 
mains a Joyal Christian, but one 
who stresses the Judaic interest 
in this world as against recom- 
pense in another realm as is 
postulated by most Christian 
theology. Dean McCown would 
have pleased the late Solomon 
Schechter, who preached similar 
ideas from the Jewish view- 
point. 

THE MAKING OF AN OII- 
MAN, by Isador Molk, $3.75 
(Citadel). 

The success story of a rabbin!- 
ca] student from Lithuania, or- 
dained before he was 17, and 
still retentive of some _ tradi- 
tional observances, who labored 
for an American’ education, 
traveled everywhere, worked at 
everything, and ended up by be 
coming a leading operator of oi! 
fields in the Midwest. A most 
interesting, and even historical, 
autobiography. 

LAUGHING OUT LOUD, by 
Myron Cohen, $2.95 (Citadel). 
Myron Cohen is the former 

silk salesman who, having be- 

come one of the country’s most 

successful public humorists, did 

not change to Conklin or Kean 

or the like stage transformation. 

His witticisms and anecdotes, 

under various rubrics, tell of 

many other salesmén and of 
many Jewish friends; they may 

‘all be read for lightness and 

laughter, but not always to the 

children. 


SINAI VICTORY, by S. L. A. 
Marshall, $5.00 (Morrow). 
Gen. Marshall's brilliant ac- 

count of “history’s shortest 

war” is more studied than Hen- 
riques’ “100 Hours to Suez.” It 
covers the command decisions 
that brought Israel the remark- 
able victory, vitiated—to the en- 
tire world’s hurt—by Mr. Dulles. 

There are many maps, and ap- 

pended chapters on Israel's 

army and air training and tac- 
tics. ‘There were blunders, but

Dr. Sandmel is the leading

endary and extreme, and that 
some of the Epistles are obvious- 
ly not written by him, he does

NO ALTERNATIVE 


The United Jewish Appeal is already starting the 
wheels in motion for the launching of its 1959 campaign. 

The date for the annual opening conference has al- 
ready been set for December, and a delegation—study mis- 
sions as they are called—has just returned from Israel and 
will make its report to that meeting. 


THE DRIVE for the sale of Israel Bonds is now in 
full swing all over the U. S. Moshe Sharett, almost as 
close to the top as you can get in Israel, is on a barn- 
storming tour which is taking him to all parts of the 
country. 

Behind all this exertion is the need to convince the 
American Jewish community that it must continue to give 
(or buy Bonds), and if anything give more, for the succor 
of less fortunate Jews in other parts of the world. 


BOILED DOWN to a few sentences, we have this cur- 
rent situation as far as Israel and refugees are concerned. 
Two years ago, without any advance notice, a trickle, 
which later mounted to 40,000, of Polish Jews began to 
knock on the gates of Israel. As many as Israel could, 
she took them. 

All of a sudden, the wave from Poland dried up as 
Russia put pressure on her satellite. 


A FEW WEEKS ago, Jews from Rumania and Hun- 
gary began to reach Israel. Now the flow has been con- 
firmed, and what was a low point in immigration into 
Israel in recent years, has suddenly shifted to where at 
least 30,000 Jews are expected from these two Iron-Curtain 
countries and other parts of the world in the next six 
months. 


When and if this flow will be suddefly cut off, only 
the rulers of the Kremlin know, but for Israel and world 
Jewry, the responsibility is clear—all must be taken in 
by Israel that want to come in. 

In the case of Jewries of other lands, who want and 
must go to Israel, it is possible to postpone safely their 
entrance for another six months or a few years. This 
cannot be done here, for no one knows when these 
Rumanian and Hungarian Jews who have been seeking to 
get to Israel for years now, will be told once again that 
they cannot leave. 


THIS IS THE story in a nutshell. 

For American Jewry it means only one thing — we 
must give and give more. The fortunate ones must help 
the unfortunate. 


CITIZENS QUITTING ISRAEL 


Israel has named a commission to study what to some 
seems the alarming number of Israelis who are moving 
to other lands. 


OBVIOUSLY this is a serious situation, especially be- 
cause most of those leaving are oldtimers with skills that 
Israel needs so desperately. 

Yet mature consideration will lead to the conclusion 
that although efforts should be made to alter conditions 
which cause these “yordim” to leave, any free country 
must expect a certain amount of emigration to what seems 
to be greener pastures. 


THE SITUATION is most understandable. 


Israel’s economy demands sacrifices which in face of 
the prosperity in other parts of the world, seem unbear- 
able. Although food is relatively plentiful in Israel, the 
cost is high, taxation takes a large bite out of everyone’s 
pocketbook, and the professional people especially suffer. 
This latter is so because Israel's socialist economy is pre- 
dicated on the theory that all workers should share equally 
in the rewards and burdens. It is only lately that Israel 
is beginning to recognize that skilled people must be given 
the opportunity to win what their talents enable them to. 


But people even leave the United States. There will 
always be emigration from Israel as there was in ancient 
days too. The aim is to keep this emigration to a minimum. 
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7he EDITOR'S CHAIR - - - 
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When we were down in Miami Beach re- 
cently covering the convention of the Zionist 
Organization of America, we had some time 
to renew some delightful friendships, not only 
with those attending the convention, but with 
some of our friends in Miami. 


WE TOOK dinner twice with Fred Sho- 
chet, publisher of The Jewish Floridian; with 
Rabbi Yaacov Rosenberg and his lovely family; 
with Arnold Ginsburg, whose wife we met 
for the first time; with Jack Williams, Revy 
Balkin, and Dave Goodwin, all of our own 
staff, with Jesse and Mr~. Lurie, and Nathan 
and Mrs. Ziprin, and Leo windlin and his wife, 
and with Shoolem and Hilda Ettinger, both 
of whom are stockholders in The POST and 
OPINION (exactly % of one per cent each) 
and who are close personal friends. 


Shoolem was accused of responsibility for 
the editorials which caused Dr. Emanuel Neu- 
mann to reconsider his decision to permit him- 
self to be drafted, and this created a situation. 
Shoolem and Dr. Neumann were close friends, 
and Dr. Neumann seemed to be cooling to- 
ward him. 


SHOOLEM, or any of the other stock- 
holders of The POST and OPINION (there is 
only a total of 11 per cent sold, and no one 
owns more than five per cent) would never 
dare so much as to suggest a whisper of what 
the editorial approach of this paper should be. 


But just to add to the jocularity, when- 
ever anyone was around, I would call out to 
Shoolem to inquire if he had written next 
week's editorials yet. 


ARNOLD AND the writer of this chair 
have been friends since the American Jewish 
Conference, to which organization he was the 
youngest elected delegate, and through the 
years have kept in contact with one another. 
We almost despaired of his finding the girl 
of his dreams, but he proved that it pays to 


wait. When you meet the dark-eyed beauty 
who is Marilyn, you'll agree. 

While on the subject of marriage, we 
should tell you that Fred Shochet is the Ne. 1 
most eligible bachelor in the American Jew- 
ish community. He has established The Jewish 
Floridian as a profitable newspaper property, 
and has local acceptance of the kind that any 


publisher would covet. He is debonair and 


handsome and drives an air-conditioned Cadil- 
lac, girls. 

THE FLORIDIAN incidentally has just 
observed its 30th anniversary. It is a well- 
edited paper—Leo Mindlin is editor—alive and 
alert, and has a sense of community respon- 
sibility which has earned it an envious place 
in Greater Miami. 

We'd like to tell you about Friday eve- 
ning at the home of Rabbi and Mrs, Rosen- 
berg, but you’ll hear enough about Yaacov 
in the years to come. His two daughters— 
Sheira and Pnina—entranced me and if ever 
we needed to be convinced of the value of 
Jewish all-day schools, these laughing imps 
did it. Sheira is only five, but she rattled off 
reading in English in a way which would make 
our own Ben-Zion, who is eight, and has al- 
ready skipped a grade, envious. When it came 
to Hebrew, she was already proficient in that, 
too, while her sister, 10, as I recall, would 
have put me to shame had she been so bold 
as to embarrass a guest. 


€ 

WE FEEL that we did a good job in re- 
porting on the Jewish baseball players dur- 
ing the summer. We provided news and pic- 
tures of the Jewish players in the minors 
with major league prospects, and many of 
the articles gave you the first intimation that 
these men were being groomed for future 
starring roles. 

Now that the basketball season is at hand, 
we have a much more difficult problem. We 
can easily trace the background of a profes- 
sional baseball player and find out if he’s 
Jewish. You look him up in various baseball 
guides. But to do that for the hundreds of 
basketball players on colleges spread out over 
the U. S. is something not at all comparable: 

TWO YEARS ago, we sent out a mailing 
to the news bureaus of all the major colleges, 
seeking information about Jewish players. 
This helped some, but requires more corre- 
spondence than we can get around to doing 
at the moment. 

So we're calling on you readers to tell us 
which players in the colleges in your area 
are Jewish. Once we have this information, 
we'll track down the news about these play- 
ers for the rest of our readers.

Arthur J. Goldberg, general counsel for 
the Steelworkers Union, special counsel to 
AFL-CIO, and the man credited with doing 
the lion’s share of the legal engineering for 
the AFL-CIO merger, appeared before the 
Social Action Commission of the Union of 


American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions and the Central Con- 
ference of American Rabbis 
at its recent meeting in New 
York. 

The meeting was held at 
the Carnegie Foundation for 
International Peace, which 
put Mr. Goldberg in the dual 
role of guest speaker and 
host, since he was recently 
Rabbi Weinstein elected a member of the 
Board of Trustees of the Carnegie Foundation. 
Dear old Andrew will make a 360 degree turn 
in his hallowed ground if ever his spirit be- 
comes privy to the fact that the Steelworkers 
Union lawyer is one of the administrators of 
his vast estate. 

MR. GOLDBERG made two important 
suggestions. First, he advised congregations 
to employ union labor in the building of houses 
of worship. He recognized some of the diffi- 
culties inherent in dealing with the building 
trades and was frank to admit that contrac- 
tors employing non-union labor could some- 
times underbid those employing union labor, 

He believed, however, that responsible 
trade union leaders would co-operate with con- 
gregational building committees if they were 
made aware of these problems. But even if 
the cost proved higher, it was still incumbent 
on religious institutions preaching social jus- 
tice and the economic fairness that must be 
at the core of. social justice to recognize the 
union label as the prime overall protector of 
the worker in the security and dignity of his 
bread. 


THE MORE significant proposal made by 
the brilliant legal statesman of American labor 
was this: that the Central Conference of 
American Rabbis or some more inclusive re- 
ligious body like the Synagogue Council of 
America establish a liaison office in Washing- 
ton headed by a rabbi of stature, known and 
respected by labor and management. 

The chief role of the rabbi and his office 
would be to interpret the social message of 
Judaism to labor and the humane goals of 
organized labor to the religious bodies of 
America. Mr. Goldberg pointed out the im- 
mense good which was being accomplished by 
Monsignor Higgins of the Catholic Social Wel- 
fare Council in Washington in just this role 
for the Catholic community. Certain Protes- 
tant denominations have created somewhat 
similar offices. 

Only the Jewish community has .been sat- 
isfied with ad hoc representation and the oc- 
casional statements of the Commission on 
Justice and Peace of the Central Conference 
of American Rabbis —statements which aré 
often the most cogent and progressive declara- 
tions made by any religious organization. 


THE POSSIBILITIES of such an office 
are limitless, especially if manned by a rabbi 
with social vision and a gift for relating to 
non-professional, non-academic men. Organ- 
ized labor, for all its temporary set-backs, is 
destined to become an ever more powerful 
force in the molding of the American way of 
life. 

The church and the synagogue can influ- 
ence labor only to a limited extent from the 
pulpit. The places of real influence are at the 
international conventions, the regional insti- 
tutes, the labor press and in the gracious give 
and take with the leaders of labor. The Union 
of American Hebrew Congregations or the 
Synagogue Council could give the social mes- 
sage of prophetic Judaism a powerful rele 
vance by establishing this office.

I read with considerable interest your article 


entitled, “Say Organizations Capitalizing on Bomb- 
ings for More Funds,” which recently appeared in 
the National Jewish Post. (Nov. 7). 

BY WA YOF introduction, may I state that I 
am chairman of the community relations committee 
of the Jacksonville Jewish Community Council. It 
has been my pleasure to work and to co-operate 
with all national Jewish defense agencies in fight- 
ing anti-Semitism and I feel that I am somewhat 
qualified to comment on the remarks made by 
Rabbi Prinz and Mr. Julian Freeman as quoted in 
your article. 

When Dr. Prinz stated, “The real issue in the 
bombings is lawlessness, not anti-Semitism,” he 
once again demonstrated the attitude so typical of 
certain national defense organizations with little 
representation in and knowledge of the South. 

If the bombing of a synagogue is not an ex- 
pression of anti-Semitism, then I don’t know what 
is. For many years Jews in the South lived in 
harmony with their Gentile neighbors. True, there 
were many instances wherein Jews were denied 
certain social privileges but by and large they en- 
joyed economic, political and educational freedom 
without hindrance. 

The South was relatively free of organized anti- 
Semitism. Today, unfortunately that is not true. 

IN THE STATE of Florida, and particularly 
in the Jacksonville area, the professional anti- 
Semite is at work as never before. Under the guise 
of maintaining segregation, he has seen fit to 
deluge the South with his hate propaganda. Organ- 
izations such as the Ku Klux Klan and White Citi- 
zens Council are more anti-Semitic than anti-Negro. 
Hate literature such as the American Nationalist, 


Common Sense and Thunderbolt are not only dis- 
tributed at meetings of those organizations but also 
on the streets and in office buildings in this com- 
munity. The Knights of the White Camellia re- 
cently held two meetings in Jacksonville at which 
hate literature was distributed. I do not believe 
John Kasper’s expressions of anti-Semitism are un- 
known to anyone. 

There is no question but that the issue of 
desegregation has given the professional anti-Semite 
a field for operation. His main concern is for spread- 
ing anti-Semitism which fact is well known to us 
who live and work in this great area now experi- 
encing such a tremendous social upheaval. 

THE INCREASED activities of the anti-Semites 
have certainly placed a greater burden on those 
of us on the local scene. Not only is more man- 
power required but also a greater outlay of funds 
in order to obtain basic information necessary to 
expose the anti-Semite. It would therefore appear 
to me that any organization, whether it be ADL 
or any other which is sincere in its efforts and 
has a clear recognition of the problem would also 
be confronted with the same problem of manpower 
and money which we have experienced locally in 
Jacksonville. 

Too often a national organization will criticize 
another organization in an effort to hide its own 
inadequacies. I am not aware of any attempts to 
arouse the fears of the American Jewish com- 
munity as intimated by Rabbi Prinz. In contrast, 
great effort has been made to make known the 
fact that Southern Jews are not afraid, will not 
be intimidated and will continue to exercise freely 
their rights as American citizens. 

On the other hand, it is impossible to ignore

the wave of anti-Semitic incidents which have oc- 
curred in this region of the country in the past 
several years. I therefore believe it is about time 
that Rabbi Prinz and others of like mind face 
realities. His apparent inability to do so is a clear 
indication of his lack of knowledge of the true 
meaning of the events transpiring in the South, 

The prob'ems confronting Southern Jewry are 
not an invention of my generation. However, there 
are some who believe that we can solve them over 
night. Such thinking is sheer folly. 

AT THE TIME of the bombings in Jackson- 
ville it was the decision of the Committee which 
I have the privilege of serving as chairman to call 
upon the Anti-Defamation League for assistance. 
Through the efforts of that organization attention 
vias focused on the anti-Semitic incidents, such as 
bombings, occurring in the South. 

As a result of those efforts, a conference was 
called by the mayor of the City of Jacksonville of 
police officials of many Southern cities. The organ- 
ization which Rabbi Prinz heads did not feel hesi- 
tant to send a representative of that organization 
to attend the mayor’s conference. I only mention 
this to you because it appears that the statements 
of Rabbi Prinz are inconsistent with some of the 
past actions of his own organization. 

SOUTHERN JEWRY needs the experience and 
resources of the national Jewish defense organiza- 
tions. We do not need to be subjected to irrational 
criticisms directed against organizations which have 
demonstrated a sincere willingness to listen to and 
co-operate with Southern Jews dealing with their 
present problems.

Shocked to Hear ‘Charges’ 
Against ADL, AJCommittee

I was shocked to read in The 
National Jewish POST and 
OPINION of Nov. 7, the attack 
made on the Anti-Defamation 
League and American Jewish 
Committee by Julian Freeman 
of the Council of Jewish Fed- 
erations and Welfare Funds and 
Rabbi Joachim Prinz, president 
ot the American Jewish Con- 
gress, as “trying to make an 
anti-Semitic issue” out of recent 
temple bombings. 

COMING at a time when the 
League is providing its greatest 
service to the American Jewish 
community since the_ early 
1940's, these remarks are par- 
ticularly out of place. I know 
personally that law enforcement 
cfficials in areas where there 
have been bombings have been 
looking primarily to ADL for 
information on anti-Semitic 
movements and individuals who 
may be responsible for these 
outrages. 

Moreover, ADL has been of 
great service in alerting and 
preparing Jewish communities 
around the South so as to mini- 
mize the possibility of violence 
directed against Jewish institu- 
tions. I recall, also, personally 
that as early as this June, ADIL 
assigned experienced profession- 
als to regional offices in the 
South and virtually every Jew- 
ish community in the region 
was visiteq by them to accom- 
plish this. 

I FIND IT difficult to under- 
stand what Mr. Freeman and 
Rabbi Prinz mean by charging 
the Anti-Defamation League and 
American Jewish Committee 


with making “an anti-Semitic 
issue” out of recent bombings. 
Aren’t the bombings just that? 
Or would these individuals in- 
sist that they are contributions 
te inter-faith understanding?
